"We were all Issued ' waders'— big 
rubber thigh boots -bm the trench 
was so dry thai it was almost unnec- 
essary to wear them, I bad litem ou 
all the time, though, as 1 bad lo go 
everywhere when on patrol, one place 
til) to the waist," says Scrgt. J. Louis 
Robertson, Arcb. '15, No. l* Company, 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light In- 
fant ry, iu a letter just received. Ser- 
geant Robertson's letter is most Inter- 
esting and descriptive of conditions at 
tin- front. He writes: 

" I'p to the trenches again lor n<. 
Wc are in a different place from the 
otic where we spent Christmas, a little 
to the left. We rose early one niorn- 
I ing about I o'clock and reached here 
about eleven. We aie in huts bulK 
very much on the Shorncllffe pattern, 
jand are thus able to keep dry. Theft 
is much mud about here. .Inst now 
we arc in reserve, and will work up 
to ilnd-lst line support and fire trench 
in due season. We always seem lo 
move on Sunday, and yesterday was 
no exception. I, was a beautiful day 
and almost warm, and after we got In 
wc bad Lhe rest of the day to our- 
selves. They are very strong Iu aero- 
planes about here. There w ere BCVCM 
or eighl 1 1 1 • yesterday all afternoon 
observing for the artillery, of which 
there is a multiplicity in this vicinity. 
There la one big whopper about "•>» 
yards behind us. and every time it 
goes olf the whole, hilt Jumps about, 
and lilies, jam tins and equipment 
flop down it) showers. There an a lot 
of smaller fry. 1.7's and anti-aircraft 
about, but they sound like flrr-crach- 
ers in comparison, The oilier day is 
aeroplanes crossed over on an expedi- 
tion of some sort, and came back in 
half an hour. Wc have no-, heard yel 
what it was all abOUt, though wi gel 
the impels every day. 

" I am sitting all the mail, bul II 
contes rather it regularly. The stat s 
come in bunches of sixteen or so 
every wick and a half, and the letters 
come in bunches, too. 1 have abou 
thirty-five letters aud parcels to ac- 
knowledge now. and don't cpilie bcc 
how 1 am going to do it." 

"I was c alled away t while writing 
in -i pan of letter), and soon after cu- 
llers came m get ready lo march up 
\hc line on a 'fatigue,' and this is the 
first cbRDCe I have bad since to Write, 
as we went into the trenches for font 
du>>. and in the succeeding lour days'

Glbbius «as 
not seriously injured. 

Lieut. Glbbins' loyalty to his friend 
and comrade is strikingly brought out 
in the letter received from Lieutenant 
Clark, d&'icd February Ô. 

"Gibbins got a few bits of fuse in 
his back and leg. and he's strolling 
about the clearing station a few- miles 
from here quite chirpy," he writes. 
"He is a great deal more concerned 
about his friend, Billinglon. who bad 
a foot blown off In the same accidcut. 
They had been exploding a great 
number of German shells to get them 
out or the way. and the fuse accident 
was an after-result. Uillington has 
just pulled through. In no small part 
due to tne fact that Gibbins was al- 
lowed to eiay tip iu the hospital dur- 
ing a critical 4S hours, even though 
incapacitated from his own wounds. 
.... Billington is now out of dan- 
ger, and can just talk. He told me 
Gibbins had offered to give any quan- 
tity of blood. If (hat could be utilized, 
but fortunately that was not ucccs- 
sary." 

The following particulars of ser- 
vice bave been forwarded to the Uni- 
versity by Llcut.-Col. A. T. Shilling- 
ton, Med.

ill The Constitution may be amend- 
ed by resolution passed by a majority 
or two-thirds of the members present, 
aud voting at the Annual General 
Meeting or at a Special Meeting called 
for the purpose, and of vvblcu one 
month's notice shall have been given 
by posting a notice setting out the 
proposed amendment on the notice 
board of the Union, but such amend- 
ment shall not come into force until 
sanctioned by -ihe Advisory Hoard. 

CH All members of the Union shall 
be entitled to vole on business other 
than the election of officers or 
changes in the Constitution. On these 
questions only Active, Life aud Foun- 
dation Members may vote. 

IS.— PENALTIES, 

Any member may be censured, fined 
or suspended from '.he Union when, in 
the opinion of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the House and Finance Com- 
mittees present in joint sessiou, at a 
meeting specially called for tbc pur- 
pose, his conduct merits such action. 

For expulsion, a majority of three- 
fourths of the members of these two 
committees present at such a meeting 
shall be required. 

No member shall be expelled with- 
out tbe opportunity of appearing in 
poi son before a joint meeting of these 
two committees. The member shall 
have at least ten days' notice of the 
charge against him, und of tbc place, 
date and hour or the meeting, and may 
be heard in bis own defence. 

HOUSE RULES, 

Only members of the Union "hall 
have access to tbe Halls or the Uuiou. 
except that persons not qualified lor 
membership, when iccoinpanicd by 
members, may have n o privilege of 
the building. 

iThis shall noi apply lo any room 
or rooms which may have been grant- 
ed to any society, while in use for the 
meeting of such .society. i 

Persons qualified for membership 
may visit only once a month, but may 
attend subscription dances, concerts, 

etc.. held in the building. 

The building shall be open during 
the College year ou week days and on 
Sundays from T.il'i a.m. to II p.m. 

The billiard room will open at 10 
a.m. every morning except Sunday. 
No game of billiards shall he begun 
after 10.00 p.m. 

All damage to periodicals, furniture 
or oilier property shall tie paid for by 
the person causing it, and may be 
considered cause Tor suspension of 
expulsion from the Union. 

No profane or objectionable lan- 
guage shall be used in the building. 

No be. ling or gambling shall be 
permitted in the building. 

No meetings shall be held without 
the consent of the House Committee, 
and applications for the use of rooms 
shall lie made to the Secretary. 

No alcoholic liquors shall be used 
or served in the buildinig. and no in- 
toxicated person shall be admKied. 

Members shall have tbc privilege of 



having then ma.il addressed in care of 
ihe Union. 

All members in good standing shall 
be furnished with membership cards. 

Members shall be required lo show 
their membership cards when re- 
quested to do so. 

Any transfer of a member's card 
shall be sufficient cause for expulsion. 

Members ate requested not to give 
gratuities to attendants: those offend- 
ing arc liable to suspension.
